How about dropping an encouraging line to one of the great DXers in 
WIFDA history? This from Dennis Smith (50 Manzanita Way, Paradise, CA 
95969): “About the time I turned over the Western TV DX column to Doug 
Everitt a couple of years ago, I was afraid T was losing interest in DXing, 
after all these years. It seems odd--I had for years looked forward to the 
time I could be Settled down, finally, and could set up a real DYing 
system. Now that I am settled, and have been for a couple of years now, my 
DXing interest and enthusiasm slipped. I still don't seem to have the 
interest in getting back into it. However, on the slight chance that I 
still have a little interest, I am renewing WTFDA membership for another 
year." Dennis was a column editor from the inception of the club to the 
time he turned Western TV DY over to Doup Everitt. 

Now these words of interest from William Hepburn (5659 Highland Ave., 
Niagara Falls, ON L2G 4X2): "This will be my third year of TV Dying. For 
Christmas I received a General Electric 7-2959A 6 band radio with AM, FM, 
30-50 MHz PSB, 108-135 Miz air, 135-175 MHz PSB, UNF. This radio is a fairly 
good DX catcher. On FM, even now during the winter using the 31" whip, CFMP 
Peterborough at 95 miles is a full-time station. Stations from Rochester 
and Erie PA are also full-time. then the DX season comes along, I will 
mainly just be interested in the aircraft band (especially 108-118 
navigational) and the 157-162 marine band and NOAA weather radio stations. 
I will use the low-PSB to keep track of E-skip MUFs. Currently, TV and 
longwave are the only bands that I keep a log for. I also DX medium wave 
and shortwave as well. T have reached 1300 miles on longwave and 3000 miles 
on medium wave. My farthest TY station logged is KIII 3 Corpus Christi TY 
at 1,485 miles. My farthest tropo is WIHI 10 Terre Haute IN at 495 miles. 
The storm that hit our area on January 26 caused some minor damage to our 
yagi, which will be repaired shortly.” 

We have a couple former members rejoining this month, James Morris 
and Gerald Pulice. James says, "I am presently living in Virginia and while 
I have only an indoor antenna, I would like to join agein (if only to see 
what others are doing!)." And from Gerald: "I was a member from 1968 to 
1976, when IT let my subscription lapse, due mainly to preoccupation with 
grad school (EE) and work." Good to have you both back in WTFDA!

99.5 Minneapolis’ program schedule and early history is given. WLOL-FM was then live classical 
announcing, with some jazz, including live remote j broadcasts; now it is an automated m station, not 
usually even showing in the ratings. John then reviews the new Atlas: "The idea of reducing the 
print size of translators and 10-watters on the maps looks as if it worked out o.k, Some of the maps 
run close to the binding area and make for difficult reading. . .I am unhappy that you have dropped 
the LOwatters and translators from the by-frequency list.

‘You can't believe all the time and aggravation it saved not having to type translators when doing the 
by-frequency list. I see your point, but feel strongly translators and 10-watters should be treated a- 
like, and if you are inclined to "dig" to hear ten-watters and translators, you better really "dig" to 
find them in the Atlas. I feel I have succeeded in relegating them to the level of unimportance that they 
deserve, but still present the data for those who have to have it. John points out that he believes DX- 
ers are the main users of the book, but this is not true. Probably travelers and stereo owners are the 
main users—people, of course, who are potential DXers, and who have the opportunity to learn about 
the club through the "plug" given it in FMusings. KDXL*91.7 St. Louis Park MN, 10 w, is on 6 am 
to 9 pm M-F and 8 am to 1 pm Sat. WMOJ *89.7 Mpls. should be on around June 1, 1978, 

Sarnia 106.3 and Chatham 95.1 are on the air, relaying CBE (AM), mono, no SCA (and no IDs?).

The most recent management has had financial 
difficulty trying to run the stations as Mt. Pleasant outlets He's quite a Blaupunkt car radio fan, and 
his present 1972-vintage model is giving problems, and he's considering the signal-seeking model 
at about $900. WBKV-FM 92.5 West Bend WI used to be the favorite FM station of Edward Isotalo, 
but since they've gone automation m in the days he tunes them in less frequently. He says about my 
1976 FMusing: "you shouldn't expect a car manufacturer to install grounds if you buy someone 
else's radio." He retorts: ""A poorly-suppressed vehicle spreads this noise several hundred feet, 
which as you know is extremely annoying! Another noise maker is that seat belt buzzer which can be 
heard several hundred feet away, too." He'd like to see some FM stations at 100 kHz increments from 
each other—something like TV's offset spacing. Thus, WAUN 92.7 Kewaunee and WDUX-FM Waupaca 
WI 92.7 could have much less mutual interference if WAUN would go to 92.8, 

Walter Kowalczyk, who works at WXKX 96.1 Pittsburgh PA,has many comments on the FM prac- 
tices now common in the industry: 

Stations turning on the stereo light without broadcasting stereo is really a fraud, second only to the fradulent sound 
quality wany stations put out. It's too bad the FCC dropped this proposal to turn it off for more than 5 minutes mono progran= 
ing. It's too bad if educational stations (the ones who mostly influenced this decision) can't turn it off--they installed a 
stereo cenerator—they can install a pilot switch, too. The eroposal ought to be reintraduced. We need soneone at the FOC to 
listen to stations and cite them ff they abvicusly sound bad (overpracessed), rather than rely on the station's proot of perfor= 
ance easurenents. The distorting techniques ought to be outlaued, so FH can be hi fi again and stations can get back to competing 
‘on the basis of progranaing as it should be and not on loudness. Exaaple: WXKX could sell $10,000 north ot equipment and end up 
sounding a lot better. CFPL-FH 95.9 London ON sinulcasts AM overnight, in mono, with the stereo light on. | Itke your publictzing 
of SCA and waild Tike to see it wade available for brosdcasting to the general public in addition to its "private" uso a6 laid out 
in current FCC regs. | dislike fully autosated stations and believe they are rot operating in the best public interest. | think 
that the percentage of autonated or taped prograaaing should be Visited, as sinulcasting was limited. . .

Eric Norberg, KEX, and now with 1FM'100.3 Portland OR continues to champion "hi-fi" AM: 
“,..though KQFM now sounds really astonishing under the audio direction of its new chief engineer, 
Donn Werrbach, and is BY FAR the best sounding FM station in the Northwest, it still can't compare 
with KEX, How can it? FM stations have that 75 microsecond preemphasis curve to fight, and the 
need to protect the 19 kHz pilot tone requiring rolloff above 15 kHz, and KEX has neither restriction, 


Our frequency response, studio through the transmitter and through the antenna system, is flat 
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within 1 db from 20 to 23,000 eycles. On my Dymek tuner (and even more on my Miller crystal tuner) 
We sound astonishing. The only thing holding AM back is the archaic receiver technology, ani adop- 
tion of any AM stereo system but Kahn's will force a radical updating of receiver technology and bring 
AM into its own as a high fidelity medium." This is all conjecture, and I cannot see us going back 30 
years and holding out hope that AM will ever again be a medium tobe tuned to for music.

Another unbelievably severe winter has held DX to a minimum in eastern North 
America. Although lest year's record cold temperatures were not quite equalled 
in most areas, there have been disastrous winds and icing conditions, not to 
mention paralyzing snowfalis, The Northeast was (as you might expect) most 
effected, but almost all of the continent hed weather problens of one Kind or 
another. 

The major jet streams, which determine both the path that major storms will 
follow and the development of tropo, are the cause of our generally poor DX 
conditions once again this year. Specifically, the stream that usually flows 
across the continental U.S, effectively “split in half" this winter, with one 
part going north, and the other crossing the South. The first hal?’ curved 
down again into the northeastern U.S, after dipping into north central Canade, 
and brought with it most of the worst weather. The halves came together again 
over the middle-Atlantic states, and the resuiting flow has gone up the Restern 
Seaboard into the Maritimes. Ail this activity prevented the classic mid~ 
Winter tropo opening that usually takes place in January along with a brief 
thaw in the northern Midwest end Northeast, At the same time, midwinter B-skip 
activity was very poor again this year. 

The best thing we can say about the Winter of '78 is that it is over. As 
this month's colum is being prepared, things are finally improving again!

Rome (AF)---The Communist Party has bought a Rome TV station and says its programs will 
ve Lively but not pornographic. 

Ieca Pavolini, head of the party's propaganda office, announced that. the party's 
publishing house, Rinnovamento, purchased Videouno, a small station that has been trans- 
mitting films, sports and music for several months. 

Piero Passetti, news editor of the omnunist newspaper Paese Sera, was put in charge 
of the station, He said it would be “democratic and anti-fescist, open to all popular 
realities." He also said he would show no pornographic films, which are popular fare 
on many of Italy's more than 200 private stations. 

Videouno is Italy's third Communist TV station although it is the first owned ty the 
party itself, Communist cooperatives in the Bologna area own two small stations. 

Many private TV stations are owed by persons close to the Christian Democratic Party, 
which dominates the state-owned RAI television and radic networks since it has controlled 
the goverment since World Wer II.

First of all, don't report regular network programs which occur at their us- 
ual times. there are so many stations which carry a program like this it 
would be unable to determine which one was carrying it. The types of pro- 
grams to report are; (A) network programs which occur at any time but the 
usual; (B) syndicated programs; (C) lacal commercials or programs. 


Also, when sending in a report, try to keep it neat and preferably use the 
same type of format used in past CCI colums. Use local times such as EST, 
CST, etc. Don't use GMT, UIC, etc. unless you're reporting from that time 
zone or beleive ta have seen something in that particular time zone, 


With the beginning of the Es season in a month or so, I'm sure there will be 
plenty of unidentified DX to report, but for now, 73's and good DK.-------WD

hertz (MHz). The 162.475 MHz frequency is 
used only in special cases where required 
to avoid channel interference. These fre- 
quencies are not found on the average home 
radio now in use. However, a number of 
fadio manufacturers offer special weather 
adios to operate on these frequencies, with 
‘and without the emergency warning alarm. 
Also, there are now many radios on the mar- 
ket which offer standard AM/FM frequen- 
cies plus the so-called “weather band” as 
‘an added feature. 

NOAA Weather Radio broadcasts can usu- 
ally be heard as far as 40 miles from the 
antenna site, sometimes more. The effective 
range depends on many factors, particularly 
the height of the broadcasting antenna. ter- 
rain, quality of the receiver, and type of re- 
ceiving antenna. As a general rule, listeners 
close to or perhaps beyond the 40 mile 
range should have a good quality receiver 
system if they expect reliable reception. 
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NOAA WEATHER RADIO 
IS A SERVICE OF . 


. -. the National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
‘Administration (NOAA) of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Commerce. It provides continuous, 
around-the-clock broadcasts of the latest 
weather information directly from National 
Weather Service olfices. Taped weather 
messages are repeated every four to six 
minutes and are routinely revised every two 
to three hours, or more frequently if needed, 

The broadcasts are tailored to weather- 
information needs of people within the re- 
ceiving area. For example, stations along 
the sea coasts and Great Lakes provide 
specialized weather information for boaters, 
fishermen, and others engaged in marine 
activities, as well as general weather infor- 
‘mation 

During severe weather, National Weather 
Service forecasters can interrupt the routine 
weather broadcasts and substitute special 
warning messages. The forecasters can also 
activate specially designed warning receiv- 
fers. Such receivers either sound an alarm 
Indicating that an emergency exists, alerting 
the listener to turn the receiver up to an 
audible volume: or, when operated in a 
muted mode, are automatically turned on 80 
that the warning message is heard. “Warn- 
ing alarm” receivers are especially valuable 
for schools, hospitals, public-safety agen- 
cies, and news media offices. 

Under a January, 1975; White House pol- 
icy statement, NOAA Weather Radio was 
designated the sole Government-operated 
radio system to provide direct warnings into 
private homes for both natural disasters and 
nuclear attack, This capability is to supplo- 
ment warnings by sirens and by commorci 
radio and TV. 

NOAA Weather Radio broadcasts are usu- 
ally made on one of three high-band FM fre- 
quencies—162.40, 162.475, or 162.55 meg 


Also, an outside antenna may be required 
in these fringe areas. If practicable, a re- 
ceiver should be tried at its place of in- 
tended use before making a final purchase, 

In addition to the NOAA Weather Radio 
stations listed, the National Weather Service 
hopes to establish over 200 more to com- 
plete the network by the end of 1979, When 
these stations are installed, approximately 
90 percent of the population of the US. 
should be within listening range of a NOAA 
Weather Radio broadcast.

Backwoods Bootlegger of the North 


A SPECIAL VUD FEATURE By David Leibold 


Tt was a few days before Christmas, 1976 and residents of a small northern Ontario 
town called Pickle lake were watching a picture of a polar bear gazing into a TV screen 
on their TV sets. 

“What a great Christmas present!" , many exclaimed. 

‘This excitement was not unwarranted-it marked 2 historic monent for Pickle Lake, 
This would be the first TV signal to be locally seen in Pickle Lake, Before this age 
of TV came to the town, many of the residents had TV sets-but there was no Picture 
to be found, except for any DX they could find, and the TV "pong" games that a few 
had. 

David Brough once visited this little mining oriented tom to see the conditions 
there. The CBC promised to get TV into communities of 500+ people, but only when funds 
would allow for it. If CBC wouldn't get TV into Pickle Lake, then Brough would! One 
day, he carted in a camera, a videotape machine, sone electronic equipment and a trans- 
mitter complete with antenna, This station was put up, and it had 'flea-power’ capabt) 
dty-enpugh to cover an area six miles and less fromthe transmitter site, It used less 
power than a bright light bulb-and it was ILLEGAL, 

This station was bootlegging-no license had been granted, or even applied for, The 
station was not even approved by the Department of Communications. Yet Brough would 
>econe a patron saint to backwoods northern Ontario-and an evil menace to government 
officials. 

‘The programming of the Pickle Lake Northern Access Station consisted of local pro- 
gramming fron the one camera that was there and from videotapes that were flown in ty 
a small plane from Toronto. Its videotape prograns were taped by Brough when he was 
4n Toronto. Viewers could enjoy programs fron CEC, CTV, Glebal, TVOntario and other 
stations, Again, a tricky problem becones apparent here-taping of copywrighted pro- 
grans, It is also a najor issue in the US where Disney studios are objecting to 
having their movies taped on video-cassette recorders (e.g, Betanax) when they appear 
on TV Sunday evenings, Wow its a matter of catching Brough from the CRTC and DOC 
viewpoint. 

To confiscate a TV station, you will need sone police. Now you can simply go in 
and confiscate the equipment-but they couldn't take over the Pickle Lake transmitter. 
When people discovered that the police were in ton, some angry viewers gathered and 
much of the protest group consisted of work-hardened miners with clubs, sticks and 
other assorted weapons. After that day the police have never returned. 

Other conmunities in this renote area had heard of this local TV service and they 
vegan to inquire atout Erough's revolutionary TV station. Brough's plan was to estab- 
lish stations in many tows, each one only costing $6000, Compare that with any small 
license station in North America today. The cost would be met by having the town pay 
the initial $6000 and then paying a monthly fee for the service. It's like Britain's 
TV taxing scheme, At the end of February, there were ten stations in use, Other than 
Pickle Lake and Long Lac, and possibly Sioux Lookout, I could not find the nanes of 
the other towns involved. I couldn't find out what channels they were operating on. 

Brough was strengthening his network as stations were added, While he was away 
taping programs for his network, the Pickle Lake station was left in control of Marlin 
‘Spike’ Roy. During a broadcasting day both Roy and Brough would have local spots 
featuring schoolkids who wanted to do the news, local personalities, and even announee~ 
ments that would be posted on a wall then ‘shot" on camera, One day, the videotape- 
recorder was modified to play seven hours of tapes in succession, giving time for 
eating, filming local events, and also enabling all-night broadcasting. One night, 
the two broadcasters had locked themselves out of the station. ‘The last tape Played 
out and the phone began to ring. It was a while before they could get back into the 
house and explain the situation on the air. Another incident occurred when the plane 
carrying the all important batch of new tapes didn't arrive soon enotgh. Viewers 
called in as they found repeats on the station. The Plane eventually landed on the 
local airstrip after a period of consternation. 4s the network grew, Roy and Brough 
intertransported tapes between stations by van. On-air times of 20 or more hours per 
day are not uncommon.

Just recently, there was news that the Long Lac transmitter had been taken by 
police. This time, the protesting of devoted viewers was not enough to scare off 
Police. The CBC had provided English services only to a largely French-speaking 
town, and Brough's station at Long lac filled the need for French programming. Brough 
and the Long Lac town reeve discussed the problem with the local Member of Canadian 
Parliament, and also Minister of Communications, Jeanne Sauve. The CRTC would allow 
the transmitter to be returned and drop charges if Brough would apply for a license, 
The transmitter was returned and TV once more operated in Long lac. The reeve of 
Tong Lac said that a nasty situation could have developed. 

This story appears to be one of the hairiest between the government and bootlegger. 
On one hand, the Brough network is low-powered and does not create a nuisance to any 
other stations so that the CRTC cannot nail them. On the other hand, the CRTC doesn't 
relish the thought of having uilicensed stations popping up, even if no interference 
is caused. The DOC has also complained that the equipment used for broadcast is not 
technically acceptable, and there's the copyright laws. David Brough ie providing 
TV to those that don't have it-becoming Canada's most fanous broadcasting backwoodsman. 
It now looks as though the stations are going to be licensed, Maybe the DOC and CRTC 
could open up a new field of broadcasting that permits small areas to have special 
‘flea-powered' stations across the nation. Brough's station has been proven to be 
much cheaper than a CBC repeater station-and nore versatile, too. Now, ++s4s there 
anyone out there who wants to build a TV station? B 


THE PIRATE STATION THE STATE OF IDAHO OPERATED by Frank Aden, Jr. 


The above article brought to mind an incident while I was still living in Idaho, before 
I had started Dxing TV and MM, 


It was February 1967 and I had been DXing ECB and SW seriously for about a year. ‘The 
State Of Idaho had fimded the first educational station, KUID ch. 12 in Moscow and the 
station had been only on the air for a few months. 

‘The State Legislature was again in session. Sone of the members wanted funding to 
be passed to start educational stations in Boise and Pocatello. They figured if the 
menbers of the legislature could see educational Ty they would probatly pass the fund- 
ing bill. 

‘There was a big problem though-KUID in Moscow was almost 200 miles away and was the 
nearest educational signal to Boise, Someone figured out that if they could get a phone 
Line to Moscow set up to bring in KUID to the state Capitol Building they would solve 
the protien. 

Both Boise TV stations at the time were installing transmitters in distant reception 
areas and one of the local stations decided to ‘donate’ a translator to rebroadcast the 
KUID signal. When they got the phone line donated the project went into effect, 

For two weeks Boise had a S-watt translator of KUID on ch, 5. KUID even ran IDs 
for the two weeks as "KUID ch, 12 Moscow, ch. 5 Boise." I wish today I had been TV 
Diing at the time as a photo of the special ID would be an increditle memento of TV-Dk 
history. 

‘After the two weeks passed most people forgot about the episode but the funding bill 
passed. 

‘In 1972 Bill Frahm and myself were collecting information on early TV Broadcasting 
in Idaho and we interviewed the owner of the station which donated the translator for the 
rebroadcast. It was then we learned that the FCC had never approved the station nor 
had they ever been informed of the project. At the time of the rebroadcast I had taken it 
for granted they had obtained a license for the station. I still wonder today what 
might have happened 1f the FCC had found out about the illegal station. What if an 
E slip opening had occured? I could see some poor DXer back in the midwest going nuts 
trying to figure out what he had seen. 73
